breed on the range and who, I might incidentally state, are not, 


with probably one exception, breeding pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to sell, and in case I might be accused of giving a shading to 
their meaning I will give their opinions in their own words in let- 
ters to me. 

We will begin in the extreme South and work north to the Ca- 
nadian line. From Mr. John Tod, manager of the Texas Land & 
Cattle Co., on the Gulf of Mexico, I have this, dated Nov. 25, 1898: 

“With regard to your inquiries as to the adaptability of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed of 
cattle for the range I can 
tell you very little about 
them from personal exper- 
ience. This company did 
import a number from 
Scotland about 1883, but 
they did badly, as there 
were no proper means to 
take care of them, while a 
neighbor to whom we sold 
some of them ten years 
ugo has done very well 
with them.” 

From Mr. John Ken- 
nedy, manager Deervale 
Ranch Co., Menard county, 
Texas, dated January 18, 
1899: 

“I think the Aber- 
(leen-Angus cattle the best 
for the range of any of the 
other beef breeds.

From Mr. W. H. Mal- 
lory, representing the fa- 
mous packer Mr. Nelson 
Morris, who owns a ranch 
in Midland county, Texas, 
dated December 19, 1898: 

“T beg to acknowledge i 
receipt of your favor of December 5, :which remained unanswered 
owing to my absence from Chicagojon:business connected with our 
ranch. I am very pleased, howéver, to state that in my opinion Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle are most satisfactory for ranch purposes and 
we find them far superior to any other breed of cattle for that pur- 
pose. It gives me very much pleasure to write you this.” 

And here let me interject this from the Chicago Daily Drovers’ 
Journal of January 7, 1899, as it shows them in another sphere of 
usefulness: 

“Nelson Morris had in four lots of ‘Bonnie Brier Bush’ cattle,

as some one calls the 
Aberdeen - Angus and 
other Scotch breeds of 
cattle of which Rosa 
Bonheur, the great ani- 
mal painter, is so fond. 
These black fellows 
were bred and raised by 
Mr. Morris on his Texas ranch and were fattened on distillery slop. 
There were 53 head, 1,130 lbs., at $5.15; 115 head, 1,077 to 1,140 
lbs., at $5.10, and 55 head, 1,103 lbs., at $5. These slop-fed ‘doddies’ 
attracted a good deal of attention.” 

The name of Col. Charles Goodnight, Armstrong county, Texas, 
is a household word all over the range country and wherever range 
cattle are known. He has ranched in Colorado and other States 
and was the pioneer ranchman of the Panhandle country and he 


founded and built up the herd of and made a National reputation 
for the J. A. brand of 


Hereford range _ cattle. 
His letter is dated January 
17, 1899: 


“In answer to yours of 
the 13th I will say I have 
bred Aberdeen-Angus with 
some care for eight years, 
having started on about 
thirty head of the B. B. 
Groom or Franklin impor- 
tation, at that time it be- 
ing the Franklin Land & 
Cattle Co., of the Pan- 
handle. The shortest call 
crop I have had was last 
year, being seventy-four 
calves to the hundred. As 
to what I think of the cat- 
tle I have this to say: I 
do not especially like them 
as a race, but there is no 
question that in a cold, 
bleak country like this (al- 
titude 3,000 feet and but 
little or no shelter) there 
are no cattle that will 
compete with them. I do 
not think any unprejudiced 
cattleman or breeder will 
pretend that there is any 
race of cattle that will put 
on flesh in proportion to 
what they eat like Polled Angus. I have the Shorthorns and Here- 
fords as good as anybody’s, and the loss on the blacks is always the 
least, greatest on the Shorthorns. They will undoubtedly in time 
supplant all other breeds on the plains of Texas or any other cold 
country.” 

Seventy-four per cent. increase was a very high percentage 
for range cattle in that country last year. 

I quote from Mr. A. G. Boyce, manager of the X. I. T. Ranch, 
under whose intelligent and discriminative handling of the cattle 
and impartial treatment of the different [Continued on page 25 
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Advises Pure Bred Sires for the Beef Man 


I know of nothing which 
demonstrates more forcibly the 
worth of a pure bred beet sire 
than a study of the daily market 
quotations from any established 
cattle market. As I write I have 
before me the reports from sev- 
eral markets and quote from 
them as follows: 

Good to choice heavy steers, $17.00 to $18.35. 

Medium to good heavy steers, $15.00 to $17.00. 

The “spread” here shows a maximum variation of $3.35 per 
hundredweight, almost entirely due to the difference between the 
bulls which sired them. In another place I find: 

Good to choice yearlings, $16.25 to $18.40; fair to good year- 
lings, $18.00 to $16.25. 

Here is a “spread” of $5.40 per cwt., which on a 1,000-pound 
steer would amount to $54, a very decent service fee for any bull. 

These are quotations from the Chicago market. If we for a 
minute inspect the reports from the Southern markets, we imme- 
diately note a general price reduction on all grades of from $5 to $7 
per ewt. This difference is largely due to the decreased quality of 
the sire, for it is a well known fact that pure bred sires are used to 
a much greater extent in the Middle West than they are in the 
South. Some of the Southern market quotations are as follows: 

S800" to choice steers, $8.00 to $10.50; fair to good steers, $6.50 
to $8.00. 

Here is a variation of $4 per cwt. again in favor of the better 
sire. 
Some may say that lack of feed is more responsible for the poor 
quality of our southern cattle than the failure to use pure bred 
bulls. While I am not minimizing the importance of feed, it is cer- 
tainly true that if the ability economically to take care of the feed 
is not bred into the animal, the use of it in increased amounts is 
largely wasted. 

Several definite tests have been made to determine just what 
additional gains could be made by the use of better sires alone. One 
of these was that of an Alabama man who divided his native cows 
into two even lots, breeding one lot to a pure bred bull of good beef 
type and the other lot to a native bull of similar quality to that of 
all the cows. The cows and the resultant calves were all treated 
alike as to care and feed. At weaning time all calves were sold on 
the open market with the result that the calves from the pure bred 
sire brought $13.63 more per head than did the calves sired by a 
native bull and out of cows 
of the same quality. Since ee ee 
this pure bred bull, a year- 
ling, only cost $250, and 
sired 20 calves the first 
year, his purchase was de- 
cidedly a profitable invest- 
ment and his period of 
usefulness had only just 
begun. 

In Mississippi, Joe J. 
King and Hurdle _ Bros. 
have done a little demon- 
strating on the value of 
good bulls. They have 
used registered Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls on the native 
Mississippi cows, fed out 
the steer offspring from 
these matings and topped 
the St. Louis market time 
after time. Mr. King’s 
record, which is the all- 
time record for the South. 
was selling 19 head of 
steers which averaged 1,- 
285 pounds, at $17.70 per 
ewt., or $227.45 per head. 
Hurdle Bros. sold 68 head 
for $17.25 per ewt., with- 
out a “cut-back.” You 
never see prices like these 
being paid for steers un- 
less their sires were bulls 
carrying a preponderance 
of pure blood.

unning northeast and empty- 
ing pa the North Sea, up in the 
Highlands of north central Scotland, 
is the most famous stream in the 
Aberdeen-Angus world. It is the 
Spey river, and the Spey valley, cut 
by centuries of time that goes back 
even beyond the days of clans, is 
carpeted by the sweetest and richest 
grasses of bonnie Scotland. Up and ; 
down this valley, on each side, nestled in elbows and perched on 
heights, are the favored herds of the breed in Scotland. Nature be- 
stows her kindliest smile on these herds as her favorites. 

“The best whiskey, the best cattle, the best men.” So one Yan- 
kee expressed his opinion of Speyside after a visit. Here it was 
that the Eschers, “Ed” Davis, “Gus” Judy, Lee Cantine, and other 
American seekers after the best seed came in earlier days to wor- 
ship at the Aberdeen-Angus shrine of Speyside. Is it the water, 
the soil, the climate; or all of these combined that produces in its 
natural state the best cattle? “It must be the water,” says one 
Scot; “for no where else can we get such Heeland whusky!” 

Somewhere along this valley last February “Alex” Minty sur- 
veyed the scenery and counted seven distilleries. It was a rainy 
July day, last summer, when we saw this scene, and the best we 
could do was to count five. Possibly we looked too early in the 
morning, and Minty didn’t start counting till evening; that makes 
4 difference in Scotland, especially if one is buying cattle. 

“We'll go up the valley to Peter Grant’s at Carr Bridge and 
work north till night,” said Col. Forbes the night before, as we tex- 
changed goodnights at the hotel in Keith. With a flying start in 
the morning, that’s what we did, after picking up Mr. Barclay and 
Mr. Macpherson of Mul- 
ben, climbing for two 
hours into the Highlands, 
with the shallow, sluggish 
Spey below at our right. 

“This is ‘The King,’ 
Peter Grant,’’ was the in- 
troduction Col. Forbes 
gave us to the rosy- 
cheeked thick-set Scot who 
greeted us at his hotel at 
Carr Bridge. For Peter 
Grant holds this unofficial 
title with the Speyside 
folk. Everybody agreed 
that it was a cold damp 
morning, for the rain had 
failed to lift and came 
down in increasing volumn 
that gradually began 
soaking through raincoats 
and robes. “King Peter” 
brought out the Scot’s 
cure-all for colds, rains, 
snows, heat, hunger, etc., 
after which we all went 
out to see the bulls. 

Juanson Eric, a Juana 
bull bred at Kinermony, 
was standing in his stall 
and his style and lines 
made quite an impression. 
His masculinity lacked 
somewhat, and he could

are, their crop of grass marketed on 
the hoof. Turning around, we head- 
ed down the Spey and began speed- 
ing up a bit. Getting back to Peter 
Grant’s other place, Advie Mains, we 
stopped and looked at his Evergreen 
cow and calf. “What other breed 
could exist, much less keep in such 
condition?” asked Secretary Barclay 
as he nodded to the herd and the 
pasture where they were grazing. Nothing but rocks and heather 
seemed to furnish the nourishment that kept the herd in fair con- 


dition. Truly, here was something to think about! If there is a 


place where the other breeds can’t exist, then the Doddie is brought 
in as a substitute. If it is too cold, too hot, too dry; not enough feed, 


too rough, too wet; then the Aberdeen-Angus is put in to prove its 


merits under adverse conditions. 

This part of the Spey valley wasn’t the part where the distil- 
leries and cattle flourished thickest, by the way, in case you are 
thinking back to the introduction of this article. 

“We can’t pass Ballintomb,” we agreed, in spite of the places 
to visit, the rainy weather and the late hour. So we pulled up at 
D. M. Allan’s place and looked around the steadings while one of 
the men went to hunt the popular bachelor laird of Ballintomb. 
Here are bred some of the highest priced females at the annual 
sales, Pinky P. 2d of Ballintomb selling for the record figure of 
1300 guineas at Perth last February. Anually, the female tops 
are either from this place or are very near the top. 

We looked over a grand lot of calves, Prides, Miss Burgesses, 
Georginas, Jilts and Ericas. There was a Miss Burgess calf that 
everybody in the party fell in love with immediately, but she was 
being groomed for a top 
at Perth next February 
and 700 pounds had al- 
ready been refused for her. 

Mr. Allan’s judgment 
is rated very highly, he 
having officiated with Mr. 
Cridlan at the Highland a 
few days previous to this 
visit. His herd must rank 
as one of THE herds of 
the Spey Valley, and the 
blood of Ballintomb is in 
some of the best cattle ex- 
ported to the U. S. in ear- 
lier exportations. 

It was afternoon by 
an hour or more when we 
skidded up to Mrs. Hasti- 
low’s inn at Grantown-on- 
Spey and_ stopped for 
lunch. Mr. Hastilow was 
visiting in the Argentine, 
but Mrs. Hastilow was 
managing her inn very 
nicely without masculine 
help and directed us to the 
herd, on up the road, where 
we looked at a cow that we 
eventually bought from 
her by mail. As we track- 
ed our way across the en- 
trance to the hotel and re- 
moved our soggy coats and 


have been a bit lower set, 
but for a yearling he was 
an impressive youngster, 
and With a pedigree that could not be written any nicer. He was by 
Evenwood of Harviestoun, the great herd bull at Kinermony. He 
had stood about fourth at Perth, if I recall correctly. Another bull 
that had been shown at Craigellachie the previous day was handled 
With many expressions of approval. 

After inquiring about his Evergreen cow and her calf, a deal 
was made to send her heifer calf to the States, and we then drove 
on up the valley two miles and looked at James Grant’s Beananach 
herd. (The Scots do get some great names, don’t they? Still, our 
Indian names in this country are harder for them than these are for 
us, SO we get even.) Here we stopped but a few minutes, long 
enough to run out into the pasture nearby and take a look at his 
Elba cow and her heifer calf and ask about the sire. These little 
breeders sell off their calves at weaning time each year, just as one 
of our farmers would do with a grain crop. That’s what their cattle

eat all the fish and oat- 
meal in Scotland, we 
thought, the sumptuous and tempting repast that the hostess spread 
for her belated guests will be remembered as one of the genuinely 
welcomed meals of a lifetime. Mrs. Beddie’s chicken dinner at The 
Banks after a strenuous open-air forenoon without breakfast be- 
longs in the same class. 

Luncheon ended, we headed down the valley towards that shrine 
of all the Doddie world, Ballindalloch. Even the old timers in the 
party, who had visited the great herd time and again, at least once 
a year since boyhood, straightened in their seats and shook the wat- 
er from their garments at the thought of the feast for the eye and 
hand that awaited them. 

We first drove up to the cattle buildings and met Manager 
George Grant, who showed us the herd bulls. Evilesco looked ev- 
ery inch a Ballindalloch stud bull, and what more can you say? He 
was filling the place of such bulls as Vis- [Continued on page 21

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Aberdeen-Angus Also Win at Smithfield 


Smithfield is THE Old 
Country Fat Stock Show, 
and foreign writers on live 
stock always speak of it 
and the International in the 
same breath when talking 
of live stock shows of the 
world. Since it has such a long life and has 
done so much in the shaping of British agri- 
cultural progress, its “black” complexion at 
the top this year is especially worthy of note. 
Even the stubborn British traditions are be- 
ing broken down in their preference for mer- 
it in spite of the more stylish “red, white 
and roan” that they have been keeping to the 
front in spite of what was under the hide of 
the blacks at their greatest shows. The 
North British Agriculturist’s report is con- 
densed here to cover only the “black end” 
of the show: 


The show of the Smithfield Club opened 
in the Agricultural Hall, Islington, on Mon- 
day. It was a conspicuous success. The en- 
tries were much larger than last year, and 
in all departments the glories of the old-time 
days were very fully suggested to those who 


had been attending this great exhibition of 


the cream of British fat 
stock production for 
some years. There was 
a great crowd, and in the 
course of the afternoon 
His Majesty the King, 
with his usual keen inter- 


This was in itself an incident that has never 
happened before—an animal that had al- 
ready won the championship coming back 
and standing reserve for the honour in the 
following year. The champion was owned by 
Mr. J. J. Cridlan of Maisemore, who has won 
that high honour on many a former occasion. 
There is a reflected glory in the result fall- 
ing upon Upper Speyside, as the champion 
was bred by Mr. MacRae, Nuide, Kingussie. 


There is also, of course, the further ad- 
dition of supreme honours at Smithfield to 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed, which has al- 
ready a very fine record in this respect, all 
the more prized by breeders no doubt, in view 
of the clean sweep of the honours made by 
the Angus at the great show at Chicago the 
other day. Most of the cattle breeds were 
shown to excellent advantage, and there was 
also a grand show of sheep and pigs. We

He was received 
by Lord Harlech, presi- 
dent of the club; the 
Duke of Richmond and 
Gordon; Sir John Cotter- 
ell; Mr. E. J. Powell, sec- 
retary of the club, and 
other leading officials. 
Ten minutes later the 
King of Denmark also 
arrived, and the two 
monarchs, in the course 
of an hour’s stay, made 
a careful inspection of 
the stock. When_ their 
Majesties arrived the 
cattle championships 
were being decided, and 
in the select exhibits 
drawn out for supreme 
honours, the Royal visi- 
tors showed great inter- 
est, chatting freely with 


cattle attendants and 
others within the judg- 
ing enclosure. 


Coming to the show it- _ 
self, seldom have the judging results been 
more interesting. On the whole, the work 
was very well done, and interest was fully 
maintained until the close, the only objection 
that might be taken being that the finals, in- 
cluding the supreme championship, were 
rather prolonged. Coming near the close of 
the day’s work, there was quite a likely pos- 
sibility of a unique championship in respect 
that the animal that won the “blue ribbon” 
last year was well in the running to repeat 
that distinction. Such a thing had never oc- 
curred before, if we mistake not, and it was 
quite a close thing that it did not occur on 
this occasion. As it so happened, an Aber- 
deen-Angus bullock that stood reserve to 
last year’s champion for the championship 
at Birmingham last week, won the supreme 
honour, with last year’s champion reserve.

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Average Cattle Feeder Lost Last 3 Years 


Figures on the cost of fattening 
beef cattle in sections of Missouri, In- 
diana, and Iowa during the past two 
years, made available by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
bear out the figures already issued on 
results of feeding in Illinois and Ne- 
braska. On the average, cattle grow- 
ers in the areas covered by the reports now 
issued failed to make as much on their cat- 
tle as they might have made had they sold 
their corn instead of feeding it. 

In Missouri, where the investigations were 
carried on in cooperation with the Univers- 
ity of Missouri, most of the cattle covered in 
the surveys arrived at market having cost 
the farmer between $11 and $16 per hun- 
dred, with average costs as follows: 


Average Costs. 


inter 1918-19, all cattle (3,475 head), 
613.78 . winter 1919-20, cattle covered by sur- 
vey records (3,415 head), $13.90, by cost-ac- 
counting records (2,076 head), $13.83. 

In the Missouri area, figuring on the basis 
of the average steer, and counting corn at 
the farm price current when it was fed, 
there was a presumptive average loss of 
$4.54 per head for cattle covered in the first 
winter of the study, and of 
$20.95 and $23.70 per 
head, respectively, for the 
two groups covered during 
the second winter. 

In Iowa, where the 
studies were conducted by 
lowa State College, with 
the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture co-op- 
erating, most of the cattle 
studied in the winter of 
1918-19 cost between $13 
and $18 per hundred, laid 
down at market, while 
most of those covered in 
1919-20 cost between $11 
and $16 per hundred. Av- 
erages were as follows: 

Winter 1918-19, all cat- 
tle (3,996 head), $15.32; 
winter 1919-20, covered by 
survey (3,165 head), 
$13.52, by cost-accounting 
method (1,129 head), 
$14.41. 

Figuring on the basis of 
the average steer, and 
counting corn at its farm 
price, there was a pre- 
sumptive average loss of 
$9.43 per head for the cat- 
tle covered during the first 
winter of the study, and of 
$10.08 and $9.33, respec- 
tively, for the two groups 
covered during the second 
winter. 

In the Indiana area, 
where the study was conducted by Purdue 
University, with the co-operation of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
most of the cattle studied cost the farmers 
between $12 and $17 per hundred laid down 
at market. Costs were practically the same 
for 1918-19 and for 1919-20. Averages were 
as follows: 

First winter, all cattle (1,540), $14.44 per 
hundred; second winter, cattle covered by 
survey (2,199 head), $14.57, by cost-account- 
ing method (817 head), $14.79.

the farm price, there was a presumptive av- 
erage loss of $4.53 per head for the cattle 
covered in 1918-19, and of $19.33 and $27.11, 
respectively, for the two groups covered 
during the second winter. 

Figuring without reference to the market 
price of corn, that is, counting actual amount 
received for corn fed, it was found that more 
than half the farmers concerned realized less 
than $1 per bushel by marketing their corn 
through cattle, and that a considerable per- 
centage of the cattle did not return anything 
for the corn fed to them.

Change T. B. Rules. 


The bureau of animal industry of the 
United States department of agriculture has 
modified the restrictions on interstate ship- 
ments of cattle imposed for the prevention 
of the spread of bovine tuberculosis. 


In or- 


Permission to do so, however, must 
first be received from the bureau in- 
spector in charge of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work in the state of destination 
or from the proper state official. 

Data gathered from the various 
state and bureau field workers, it is 
said, clearly indicate that the tubercu- 
losis test can be shortened two hours with- 
out interfering with its efficiency. A modi- 
fication therefore was made, permitting the 
registering of temperatures to be discon- 
tinued at the eighteenth hour after the in- 
jection of tuberculin instead of the twentieth 
hour. Six temperatures are now taken, in- 
stead of seven. 

It was found advisable, too, to remove the 
time limit in which pure bred tuberculosis 
cattle may be returned to their original own- 
ers. The present regulations require them 
to be reshipped within four months. The re- 
drafted regulation places heifers on the same

British Government Sells Frozen Meat Stock 


The British Government has recently an- 
nounced the sale of its entire frozen beef 
stock to Vestey Bros. This gigantic deal, 
which is reported to 
amount to well over 1,000,- 
000 quarters, is said to 
comprise the whole of the 
Government’s stocks of 
frozen beef in that coun- 
try, Government Australa- 
sian beef cargoes on the 
water, and any Govern- 
ment-owned stocks and 
killings up to the end of 
November, 1920. 

Considerable critiscism 
has been voiced by English 
importers, meat agents, 
and wholesalers respect- 
ing this deal, which, they 
assert, is a digression on 
the part of the Ministry of 
Food from its arrange- 
ments with the frozen- 
beef agents. Under their 
agreement with the Food 
Ministry these traders be- 
came, during the latter 
part of the war, the av- 
enue for the disposal of 
Government - purchased 
meats to the British public 
on an all-round 2 per cent. 
commission. The trade 
maintains that under these 
arrangements it is entitled 
to a 2 per cent. commis-

One of the modifications is for the aid of 
emigrants who live in sparsely settled sec- 
tions of the country, where it would be very 
expensive to have their cattle tested before 
moving them to another state. Such ship- 
ments usually do not pass through public 
stock yards and veterinarians are not always 
available to such sections. The new regula- 
tion therefore permits emigrant shipments 
to be tested en route or at the destination.

(3) That the annual sale, next year, be 
held two or three weeks later than Septem- 
ber 10th. 

The recommendations were adopted. 

It was pointed out that the council would 
lose the assistance of the retiring president, 
Mr. H. B. Williams, as there was no vacancy 
on the council to which he could be elected 
and Mr. T. Ellingham gave notice of motion: 
“That the rules be altered by the addition of 
a special rule, making the retiring president 
an ex-officio member of the council for all

The secretary, Mr. John A. Fraser, was 
granted a bonus of £25. Several members 
paid special tribute to the excellence of the 
work done by Mr. Fraser. 

It was decided to request that Mr. Donald 
Grant’s name be added to the official list of 
judges.

Scrub vs. Beef Type of Steers 


A demonstration conducted in co-opera- 
tion with the United States department of 
Agriculture shows the advantage of the 
beef type compared with the scrub as a 
meat producer. A pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer 8% months of age, and a steer 
11 months old, of dairy type, containing a 
large percentage of Jersey blood, were under 
observation over 2% years. Both animals 
received similar rations, which consisted of 
hay, bran and mixed grains. The live 
weight was frequently taken and the diges- 
tibility of the total ration and nitrogen bal- 
ance were determined at intervals. The 
growth of the pure bred steer was more 
largely in body girth, while the scrub steer 
increased relatively more rapidly in length 
and height. It is thought that the difference 
in temperament, also breeding, explained 
in part the economic superiority of the beef 
type, for apparently “the two steers did not 
materially differ as regards digestive power, 
percentage of feed energy metabolized, or 
percentage availability of feed energy.” 

The pure bred steer was superior to the 
serub in that his maintenance requirement 
was less while his capacity to consume feed 
was greater. On the moderate rations fed, 
he manifested superiority, however, not in 
the form of greater gain of live weight from 
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value. This means then, that 
Aberdeen-Angus steer would pes .

Too frequently, farmers apologize for 
the gains of their animals and the condition 
they are in, by saying they were unfortunate 
in selecting the right breed. While there 
may be a difference between individuals, 
whether of the same or different breeds, 
there is little, if any, difference as has been 
shown, between breeds in the feeds con- 
sumed per pound of gain, if in like condition 
and stage of maturity. The Jersey steer, 
for example, may make as economical gains 
from the standpoint of feed consumed as 
the Aberdeen-Angus steer. This does not 
mean that Jerseys are as desirable for the 
production of beef as the Aberdeen-Angus, 
for such is not true. While the gain may 
be practically the same up to a certain limit 
the price received per pound of gain will be 
from two to five cents more in the case of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. This is due to the 
fact that the Aberdeen-Angus has put on 
gain in the regions of the more desirable 
cuts, the loin, ribs and hind quarters while 
the Jersey stores fat internally, around the 
kidneys and caul fat, which is of much less

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‘ourth Annual Fat Cattle Show at 
™ Nashville, Tennessee. 


The Jounal is indebted to one of the 
enthusiastic young men of Tennessee for the 
following report: 

“The fourth Annual Fat Cattle Show at 
Nashville sponsored by the Nashville 
Union Stock Yards held December 8, 9, 
and 10th was by far the greatest show 
of fat cattle ever held in the Southeast. No 
less than 33 car loads were entered in the 
car lot classes, together with about 50 steers 
in the individual entries. In addition to 
these were 90 head of pure bred cattle con- 
signed to the annual fall sales of the Ten- 
nessee Beef Breeders’ Association, making 
a total of over 800 cattle in the pens. The 
most significant fact about this year’s show 
was the growing interest among breeders 
and feeders and this, in spite of the adverse 
conditions prevailing in the market. The 
alleys and judging ring were filled every 
minute the show was open, and the crowds 
around the sale ving taxed the capacity to 
the limit. 

“The Aberdeen-Angus, which is a compa- 
atively new breed in the state, showed some-

what to a disadvantage on this account but 
nevertheless made a creditable showing. It 
is probable that the feeders of black cattle 
came through the show with the best finan- 
cial showing of any of the breeds. 


“In the club Classes the boys and girls of 
Blount County stood third. They had an 
exceptionally good lot of calves but their 
exhibit did not carry quite enough condition 
necessary to win. This is the first year 
these bovs and girls have fed calves and 
consequently they were at a disadvantage 
when competing with clubs that have had 
more experience. 


“In the Aberdeen-Angus open baby beef 
class Mr. E. L. Hampton, of Nashville, won 
with an extra good calf. He was close 
pushed by Sen. A. L. Todd, and in the third 
place stood one of the calves from the 
Blount County Club. 


“On the evening of December sth the 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association and 
the Tennessee Beef Cattle Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, of which it is an integral part, held 
their annual meeting.

E. Buckle, of Grand Junction, 1st Vice-Pres- 
ident; and H. R. Duncan, 3rd Vice-President;

Wisconsin Breeder Marketed Christmas

cut up and offered the trade in steaks and 
roasts. They averaged 850 pounds, and sold 
for 942 cents a pound on the hoof. They 
were declared the best bunch seen at the 
local market in several years. Mr. Day has 
been developing his black herd for the past 
six years, and now has about 60 head. 


Day’s Top on Both Yearlings and “2’s,” 

The highest priced yearlings repoited at 
a late hour were 31 head of Angus steers 
and heifers averaging about 1,000 Ibs. that 
sold to Wilson at $12.25.

Mr. J. D. Fletcher led the two-year-old 
steer class with Sr. Thomas, a black and 
white steer of great scale, got by the Aber- 
deen-Angus sire Sir Ebro. He had size and 
substance about him, scaling 17 ewt. 1 qr. 8 
lb., at two years, eleven months, one week, 
and he had a wonderfully good cover of -nice 
handling flesh. Mr. H. Burton, Hayston, 
York, was second with a thick-fleshed, but 
2 ewt. lighter, blue-grey; Mr. C. S. Morris- 
Eyton was third, and R. Robinson & Sons, 
Provost Oats Mills, Annan, were fourth, also 
with a blue-grey Shorthorn-Galloway cross. 

In the yearling heifer class, Mr. J. J. Crid- 
lan of Maisemore Park got the leading hon- 
our with a blue-grey Angus Shorthorn, with 
a sweet head and a fine body of beef of nice 
quality, but easy in the middle of her back. 
Lots of people liked the second from the 
Duke of Portland—a beautifully brought- 
out, lengthy, black Angus-Shorthorn cross, 
which made quite an attractive show. She 
was up to a greater scale than the first, 
though younger, weighing 11 ewt. 3 qrs. 22 
lb., at one year, eight months, five days, as 
against 10 cwt. 3 qrs. 10 lb. for the leader. 
She might be better filled behind her shoul- 
der, but made a very good impression on the 
ringside. The Earl of Durham was third 
with a small, short-legged blue-grey Short- 
horn-Galloway cross. 

The two-year-old heifer class was headed 
by a wide-framed, nicely turned blue-grey, 
14% ewt. heifer from Mr. Morris-Eyton. Mr. 
J. D. Fletcher of Rosehaugh was second with 
a nicely-matured black Angus-Shorthorn 
cross with level top and_ well-developed 
quarters. Mr. H. Burton was third with a 
blue-grey Shorthorn-Galloway cross of less 
scale, and Mr. Fletcher was fourth with a 
Shorthorn-Angus cross of great substance, 
but a bit rolly in her flesh. 


Second Crosses. 


These were by 2 long way the better class 
of the cross-bred section. The judges here 
were Mr. Booth and Mr. M’Turk. Easy the 
best steer in the yearling class was the 
beautifully-turned, firm-fleshed blue-grey 
Jock, belonging to Mr. Alex. Reid, Mary- 
park, Ballindalloch, which was first in his 
class at Edinburgh, and winner of the 
Strathmore Cup. He had lost weight since 
his win at Edinburgh, but none of his at- 
tractiveness, and looks like a young steer 
that will carry on to some purpose. Mr. A. 
W. Howison of Lochbank was second with 
his red steer Rob, which was fourth at Edin- 
burgh, getting up a place on Mr. J. D. Flet- 
cher’s black steer, Proud Peter, which was 
third at Edinburgh. There was not much in 
it. A black steer from the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon, Goodwood, was fourth, 
and a blue-grey from Lord Durham fifth. 

There was a bigger class of two-year-old 
steers, and easily the outstanding leader 
here was the black-polled bullock Laddie, 
belonging to Mr. Howison of Lochbank, 
which was champion at Edinburgh. Like 
most of the Scottish National exhibits, he 
had lost scale since he was shown at Edin- 
burgh. He weighed 15 ewt. 3 qrs. 7 Ib., as 
against 16 ewt. 31 lb. at the Waverley Mar- 
ket. He showed himself wonderfully well, 
however, and there was nothing in the class 
to question his right to top place. Lord Hol- 
lenden was second with a smooth-fleshed, 
evenly-covered black steer, Manheem, bred 
by Mr. C. M’Pherson, Milton of Gartymore, 
Helmsdale. He was much lighter than the 
leader, but wonderfully neat-and attractive. 
Mr. F. R. Cannon, Aylesbury, was third with 
a black steer bred by Mr. A. Keith, Nether- 
ton of Logie, Crimond, Aberdeenshire, got 
by the Angus sire, Prince of Aras, and out 
of an Angus-cross cow.

The Cattle Championships.

The championship 
for the best yearling heifer was awarded to 
Mr. R. S. M’William, Stoneytown, Keith, for 
his beautiful blue-grey first prize second- 
cross yearling heifer, bred at Inschgower, 
with the stylish Aberdeen-Angus heifer, 
Clare of Dalmore 2d, reserve champion at 
Edinburgh, as reserve. This was, of course, 
a reversal of the Edinburgh decision, where 
the Dalmore heifer beat Mr. M’William in 
the contest for the best heifer. Then came 
the contest for the best steer in the show, 
any age, and here the judges selected for the 
honour Mr. Cridlan’s beautiful first prize 
Aberdeen-Angus two-year-old bullock, Eros, 
which was reserve champion at Birming- 
ham. The reserve went to Maj. Morrison 
for his junior champion steer. Sir Richard 
Cooper got the cup for the best heifer in 
the show with his great blue-grey cross- 
bred, which was champion at Birmingham 
and champion here last year. The reserve 
went to the same exhibitor for his white 
shorthorn heifer that was Breed Cup-winner 
and first at the Royal English show this 
summer. The final tussle for the supreme 
championship of the show lay between Mr. 
Cridlan’s grand Aberdeen-Angus champion 
steer Eros, bred by Mr. Unwin H. M’Rae, 
Nuide, Kingussie, and Sir Richard Cooper’s 
ex-Smithfield and Birmingham champion 
blue-grey heifer. The two special judges 
failed to agree upon the question, and the 
umpire, Mr. William Reid, was eventually 
called in, and he gave his verdict for Mr. 
Cridlan’s Aberdeen-Angus steer. Obviously 
Mr. Reid regarded the steer as not only par- 
ticularly true to type, but as the more com- 
plete and less wasteful beast of the two, the 
heifer having more faults about her so far 
as symmetry went, but was not such a per- 
fect type of the butcher’s animal. The re- 
sult was interesting in respect that it was a 
reversal of the Birmingham decision, and 
the failure of the blue-grey heifer to come 
out top burst the speculation which was rife 
as to whether or not there was to be the 
unique occurrence of a Smithfield exhibit 
being supreme champion two years in suc- 
cession. The King’s Cup, for the best beast 
by exhibitor, was awarded to Sir Richard 
Cooper for his Shorthorn cup-winning heif- 
er, and Mr. A. W. Bailey-Hawkins was re- 
serve with his heifer, Era of Stagerhoe, 
which was reserve for the Aberdeen-Angus 
breedeup.

We then scraped the mud of Ballindalloch 
from our shoes and reseated our soaked 
forms on the cushions of the car and turned 
hack for a drive down through the lower 
part of the estate to the castle. The castle 
is one of the famous architectural bits of 
Scotland, and its history goes back into the 
mists of tradition. The “coo haugh” story 
‘; an interesting bit of this traditional stuff. 
It seems when they were planning to build 
the castle, way back a great many genera- 
tions before the last three that have made 
the breed famous, but probably not before 
they had black cattle, they had started to 
build the castle up on the mountain in a 
commanding position. At night the winds 
blew down the walls. Again they built them 
up and again they were blown down at 
night. Finally, the master awakened at 
night and heard a voice on the wind saying 
to build the castle in the “coo haugh” (cow 
pasture), and that’s where it was built and 
still stands in one of the finest cow pastures 
in the world, a deep velvety pasture like 
piles of oriental rugs with their nap drenched 
with mountain rains. 

There were seven heifers on the lawn, in 
front of the castle, and these we walked ov- 
er to see. They were yearlings, two Elbas, 
three Eisas, a Ruth and a Georgina. One 
of the Elbas was of the extra-exclusive Elio- 
ta branch. They were probably as valuable 
a lot of yearling heifers as could be found 
in the world in one bunch of any breed. 
Here were the young female things, the fruit 
of three generations of Ballindalloch masters 
of the most careful selection, line breeding, 
weeding, show ring testing-out and natural 
feeding. Back of them in their pedigrees 
were all the great sires that had gone into 
Ballindalloch’s work and had caused the

But, breeders, are 
you going to admit that you haven’t accom- 
plished any thing in the last twenty years? 
Has the Aberdeen-Angus as a Breed, plus 
the efforts of the Hereford as a Breed, and 
the Shorthorn as a Breed, appreciably raised 
the standard of the cattle coming to market? 
The Aberdeen-Angus Journal as a Breed 
paper is NOT going to admit it for the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. While this publication has 
heen in existence but a year and a half, it 
finds plenty of signs along the way to iIn- 
dicate that on both range and farm, Aber- 
deen-Angus have been raising the standards 
of the cattle coming to market in the last 
five years, ten years, and especially in the 
last twenty years. This increase may be 
rather spotted, and it would be hard to de-

breeds on the ranch such amazing improve- 
ment of the herds has taken place in such a 
short space of time. I wrote him I would 
give all of the details and asked him to state 
in a few words and in a general way his 
opinion cf the breed, and his many acquain- 
tances know that what he says is exactly 
what he means. He says under date of 
February 9, 1899: 

“You ask me what my experience with the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle as range cattle has 
been. In reply I beg to say after twelve 
years’ experience I am free to say that as 
range-rustlers and calf-getters no breed ex- 
cels them. We branded last year 9,000 calves 
the get of pure bred Angus bulls. I have 
been breeding them in seperate pastures 
since 1888. putting the same number of cows 
te the bull as I do with the other breeds. 
namely the Herefords and Shorthorns, and 
have always had as good a per cent. from 
the Angus as the other breeds bred in like 
manner. Hence the idea that is or was so 
commonly circulated and talked, that the An- 
gus were not calf-getters, has been proved 
beyond a doubt to be incorrect.” 

The following is from County Judge H. 
W. Eubank, Hartley county, Texas, who 
formerly managed under Mr. Boyce the Yel- 
low House Division of the X. I. T. Ranch, on 
which there are Herefords, and latterly the 
Rita Blanco Division, including the Alamosi- 
tas pasture in which are’ Aberdeen-Angus, 
and who is now County Judge and owner of 
a bunch of breeding cattle‘on which he uses 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls; the letter is dated 
February 3, 1899:

two to four years of age being matured a 
open range, than any man living today. Un- 
der date of February 6, 1899, he Says: 


“In regard to the Aberdeen-An P 
of cattle for the range I will say that see 
only had a very short acquaintance as far as 
breeding is concerned, but in the last eight 
or nine years have handled several thousand 
head of steers of that breed and find them 
to be very hardy and thrifty. I think the An- 
gus fully as thrifty on the range as the Here- 
ford breed and consider them a better breed 
of cattle for the range than the Shorthorn 
I find that the Angus fatten more even and 
round up so as to show their finish at an 
earlier age than the Shorthorn and weigh 
fully as much.

Is it not a significant fact that Judge Eu- 
bank and Sheriff Cato, who have had such 
extensive experience of all the breeds, when 
they come to start a herd for the production 
of steers to sell as feeders should both se- 
lect Aberdeen-Angus bulls for the purpose, 
the one in Texas and the other in Montana?

Of our shipment this year, 
which consisted of about seventy-five head 
four-year-olds and 189 head three-year-olds, 
ninety-two weighing 1,422 lbs. were sold at 
$4.50 per 100 Ibs.; 157 head weighing 1,241 
Ibs. at $4.30 per 100 Ibs. as feeders and fif- 
teen head rough weighing 1,390 Ibs. at $4.10 
per 100 lbs., and these prices in spite of the 
fact that we were on the market on Septem- 
ber 26, when there were about 12,000 head 
of range cattle on the market and that ow- 
ing to the most aggravating of runs we did 
not arrive on the market until after 9 a. ™. 
and the cattle were not sorted until after 11 
a. m., at which time, as most anyone who 1s 
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-ith the market will understand, 
Big yers had filled their orders.

vards in time to have had the competition of 
all the buyers. 

” as perhaps of equal importance with 
the price realized and a pronounced indica- 
tion of the quality and uniformity of the 
hunch was the small number of rough cattle 
or ‘tailings,’ and they of sufficient quality to 
bring $4.10 per 100 Ibs. The feeders were 
perhaps better in quality than those that sold 
for the highest price, but were lacking in 
fat. It must also be remembered that none 
of these steers were fed a spear of hay since 


they were calves. 


Adapted to Northern Climate. 

“As to the adaptibility of the Angus cat- 
tle to our Northern climate it has been our 
experience, as well as the experience of our 
neighbors, that during a storm the last ani- 
mals to seek the shelter of the timber are 
the bonnie ‘blacks,’ and when the storm 
abates they are the first to leave the shelter 
in search of food. Our advice to our neigh- 
bors when inquiring as to kind of bulls they 
should use in their herds has invariably been 
a pure bred bull of any of the beef breeds 
will do, for uniformity in type, quality and 
color, a combination which makes market- 
toppers, use by all means an Angus bull. 
I am glad to see that the Angus men are 
awakening to the fact that they have not 
been blowing their horns enough. A few 
Sothams in the Angus ranks would place 
them on the top of the heap.” 

The following from a stock paper of sev- 
cral years ago in relation to the Hedderich 
cattle may also be of interest: “Out of a 
branding this year of 370,calves, 325 were 
black, while all were hornless.” 

This is from Rappal Bros. & Co., the well- 
known firm of live stock salesmen at the 
Chicago Yards, dated November 16, 1898, in 
relation to the sales of Hedderich’s range 
steers: 

“Replying to your favor under date of the 
10th inst., relative to the sales made by us 
for Hedderich Bros., Williston, N. D., from 
year to year on their Angus breed of range 
cattle we can briefly state, without fear of 
contradiction, that these cattle outsold other 
brands anywhere from twenty-five to fifty 
cents per 100 Ibs. on an average where con- 
ditions were similar, whether sold for feed- 
ing or beef purposes. They have universally 
outranked other grades close to forty cents 
per 100 lbs. in their selling market values.

This from Mr. A. G. Boyce, dated Febru- 
ary 18, 1899, after several spells of extreme- 
ly cold and bad weather, which were fol- 
lowed by reports of heavy losses almost ev- 
erywhere throughout the entire extent of the 
range country, loudly testifies to the hardi- 
ness of this breed:
